AS } fome of his Friends, and happened to pafs 
re by a Crucifix, erected upon the Road; to 





which all his Companions pulled off their Hats as ufual 5 
but he was obferved to take no Notice of it. Being asked 
by one of Them, why He omitted that Refpeét, which in 
thofe Countries is conftantly paid to Crucifixes, He replied, 
that He could not poffibly bring Himfelf to worfhip a 
ont which He made but Yefterday out of his owa Crab- 
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Tree. This natural Reply of the Carpenter carries a very 
good Moral, and is a ftrong Initance, that the fudden Ele. 
vation of an unworthy Objet, inftead of acquiring Dignity, 
or commanding Refpect, will only be attended with Con- 
tempt and ‘Ridicule. The Crab-Iree, one would have 
thought, had found the fureft Sanctuary againft both, by af. 
fuming the refpectable Figure of a Crucifix, in a bigotted 
Country ; but the Meannefs of the AZaterials got the Bet- 
ter of the Workmanfhip, and drew no more Veneration from 
Thofe, who were acquainted with it, in its primitive State 
of Crabwood. 

The Matter muft, in fome Meafure, anfwer the Dignit; 
intended to be given to it, or the Contrafte will be too 
ftrong, and confequently excite Indignation, or Ridicule. 
Let the moft ingenious Artift in the World endeavour to 
reprefent ‘Fove, with his Eagle, and ‘his Thunder, in Straw, 
or Alexander the Great in Mud, the God, the Hers, and the 
Artif? will all three become contemptible, and Devotion, 
or Applaufe, will give Way to Laughter. 

I look upon a firf? Minifter as a political Carpenter, Car- 
ver, or Statuary, and to have a Sort of delegated Power of 
Creation. He hath his Choice of Materials, and his Tools 
furnifhed to work with; but by his Application of thofe 
Materials, and adapting them properly or not, to the Fi- 
ures. which.He defigns to reprefent, People will form their 
Opinions both of his Judgment, and his Integrity. 

It is certain, that this Power of ‘Creation hath been car- 
ried to great Excefles, in former Ages, both by political and 
real Sculptors, Caligula made a Con/ul of his Horfe ; and, 
confidering the monftrous Abufe of his Power, it was well 
He did not make an Horfe of his Conful. Nebuchadnezzar 
the King made a golden Image, which he ordered all his Sub- 
jects to fall down and worfhip, upon Pain of being catt 
into a fiery Furnace ; though, indeed, fome Commentators, 
(and particularly the learned Monfieur /e Clerc) are of Opi- 
nion, that this golden Image was only typical, and denoted 
the King’s fe Minifter, to whom He had given up all his 
Power, and who, having amaffed immenfe Riches, might 
‘properly be faid to be made of Gold. As to our modern 
Sculptors, one need go no farther than Hyde-Park Corner to 
fee what abfurd, and incongruous Figures They expofe to 
Publick View,

of Stone, difagreeable to the Eye, very porous, and ex- 
tremely fufceptible of Dirt and Corruption. However, the 
Juarry being his own, He refolved to make Ufe of no 
other, tho’ there were much better in the Neighbourhood, 
Being a very impudent Fellow, and of a flippant Tongue, 
He impofed upon the Country for fome Time, and made 
Them believe, that there was no good Stone but his, and 
no good Sculptor but himfelf, They all employed Him; 
till, at laft, They found out, to their Coft, that his Ma- 
terials were bad, and his Workmanfhip worfe. What 
was intended to adorn ferved only to deform, and what was 
meant to fupport weakened the Superftructure from its 
immediate Corruptibility. The People were obliged, for 
their own Security, to get rid of his Work as foon as They 
could, and to prop in all Hafte to prevent Ruin. 

This would be the Cafe of fucha political Sculptor, who 
fhould deal in Nepoti/m, and cut out of his own Quarry ; 
it being impoffible for the fame Materials to be fit for all Sorts 
of Figures. For Inftance, fhould a fir/f? Miniffer have the 
Misfortune to be nearly related toa Perfon, who had nei- 
ther Head nor Heart to recommend Him; who began the 
World with being laughed at as a Buffoon, and became 
ftill more ridiculous by attempting to be grave; who was 
faucy and infolent when Merry, and abfurd when Serious ; 
who had long been a Joke for being dirty, and rendered 
Himfelf ten Times more fo, by endeavouring to be clean ; 
equally Ignorant and Self-fufficient ; equally greedy of Mo- 
ney and Power ; and equally incapable of ufing either ; whofe 
Experience in Bufinefs ferved only to give Him Pride without 
Dignity, and Prefumption without Knowledge. I fay, if fuch 
a Creature as This fhould by his Relation to a firft Minifter, 
be ereéted into a Minifter, either at Home or Abroad, the 
unanimous Voice of Mankind would be Joud in exclaiming 
againft the Workman, and defpifing the Work. 

Horace (I mean Quintus Flaccus) gives us, in one of his 
Satires, a very humourous Account of a Priapus, that, by 
the Whim of the Workman, was cut into a God from an 
ufelefs, dirty Log of Wood. -He makes this Priapus give 
the Hiftory of his own Deification, and exprefs his A ftonifh- 
ment at the Change of his Condition. He is furprized to 
find himfelf in the E quilia, which were the Gardens of the 
Cour t, after his former, nafty Habitation ; and He talks in 
a Strain of Dirt and Obfcenity, that well becames his Ex- 


fraction, But the Employment, which the Poet afligas Him,

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at laft, of fearing Crows, and f---t---g at old Women, js 
fo proper an One, that no-body envies his Godfhip. 

Inftances of this Nature are frequent in every Walk of 
Life; but They ftrike us in the ftrongeft Manner, and 
are attended with the worft Confequences, when the Ly, 
thus cut out by fome partial Hand, it raifed to Power over 
others, and vefted with Dignity, which it wears with equal 
Awkardnefs and Infolence. How ridiculous, how dangerous 
is fuch an Eleyation ?

I am told, (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) that many of them, 2t 
firft, congratulated their Neighbours on the Defeat of the 
Scheme, and gave Themfelves an Air of being againft it ; 
but the Lifts, that are now fpread through moit Parts of the 
Kingdom, have undeceived the People, as to that Point, and 
reduced thefe Gentlemen to feveral little Shifts, which I thall 
but juft touch upon at prefent: 

Some of Them, it feems, are fo modeft as to confine

foon be difcovered, and expofe the Authors of Them, to 
the Ridicule, as well as the Refentment, of their Country- 
men. 

Some again are fo ingenuous as to acknowledge that They

Diffentient’ 

1. Becaufe we conceive, That it would have been extreme- 
ly for the Honour of the Houfe, and for the Service of the 
Publick, to have this Refolution entered in our Books, ata 
Time when we have fo far confented, in Compliance with 
the Houfe of Commons, to a Bill, by which near Half a 
Million collected from the Sinking-Fund, in feveral Years, 
is appropriated to the Service of the prefent Year. 

2. Becaufe the Sinking-Fund being compofed of the Sur- 
plufages of F unds, originally granted as Security to the Cre- 
ditors of the Publick ; and thefe Surplufages arifing chiefly 
from a Redu@tion to 4 per Cent. of the Intereft granted 
them, for the moft Part, at the Rate of 6 per Cent. we can- 
not but think, this Saving ought to be applied, according 
to the moft inviolable Rules of Equity, and according to the 
known Defign, and the repeated folemn Engagements of 
Parliament, to a gradual Difcharge of the Principal to thefe 
Creditors of the Publick, who have parted with a Third 
of their Revenue in this View, and upon this Confidence. 

3. Becaufe we apprehend, that the Method of applying 


large Portions of the Sinking-Fund to the Service of the oe 
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rent Year, muft in Effect, perpetuate the Debts and Taxe 
which lye on the Nation, and is therefore injurious to ths 
Publick. Had this whole Fund been ftrictly applied from 
the Beginning to its proper Ufe, we think, it may be de. 
monftrated, not only, that much more of the National Del 
might have been difcharged, but that thofe Taxes, which 
are moft oppreffive to the Poor, and moft prejudicial to 
‘Trade, might have been already taken off, fince upwards 
of 480;000/, per Ann. belonging, as we conceive, to this 
Fund, has been applied to other Ufes. 

Becaufe we apprehend, That it cannot be for the Good 
of the Nation, nor confequently for the Honour of Parlia- 
ment, to feparate thofe Interefts in the particular Appro- 
priations of the. Sinking-Fund, which were fo wifely, and 


su 


fo juftly umited in the original and general Delign of it (the 
Intereft of the Nation, and the Intereft of the Proprietors of 
the National Debts) the former was intended to be eafed, 
and for that Purpofe the Latter were to be cleared as foo 
as poffible. If it be faid, therefore, that the Creditors of 
the Publick do not defire to be cleared any fatter than they 
are in the prefent Method, nor object to the Application of 
the Sinking-Fund to other Ufes, we apprehend, that no 
Argument, which ought to avail in a Houfe of Parliament, 
can refult from fuch an Affertion, becaufe we conceive, 
that, in every Inftance of this Kind, , in evcry Application 
of the Sinking-Fund, or any Part of it, we are to look on 
ourfelves as obliged, not only, to be juft to the Creditors of 
the Publick, but to be careful of the Eafe of the People, to 
keep the particular, and general Interefts united, as they 
originally were, and not to fever them. If, in Fact, the 
Creditors of. the Publick do not object to the Application 
of fuch large Proportions of the Sinking-Fund to other Ufes, 
than to the Payment of the Debts, it may be faid, that no 
Injuftice is done them by any fuch Application, according 
to the known Maxim, Volenti non fit Injuria. Nay, it may 
be deemed for their private Intereft, to have fuch beneficial 
Mortgages continued to them as long as poffible, and they 
may defire, therefore, not to be cleared any fafter, than 
they are likely to be in the prefent Method. But we ap 
prehend, that it cannot be for the Intereft of the Nation t 
have thefe Mortgages continued any longer, than js abfo- 
lutely neceffary to difcharge the Debt fecured by them, and 
that we, by Confequence, who are Truftees for the Pe 
ple, ought to dejire and endeavour, that the Debts may 
difchargeds 
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difcharged, and the Load of Mortgages be removed as foon 
as pofible. In this Manner, Publick Faith would be 
ftritly kept, Juftice would be done, and no Injuftice could 
he done to the Creditors of the Publick. In the other Me- 
thod, and by diverting fuch large Portions of the Sinking 
Fund, if it fhould be granted, that no prefent Injuftice was 
done to the Proprietors of thefe Publick Debts, yet muft it 
le allowed, as we apprehend, that great Injury is done to 
the Nation, unlefs it can be proved, that the unneceilary 
Continuation of Debts and Taxes, isa National Benefht. 

;, Becaufe we conceive, That if the whole Produce of 
the Sinking-Fund were not to be applied to the Difcharge of 
the Publick Debts, it would be much more for the Eafe of 
Trade, and Advantage for the Nation, that fome of thofe 
grievous Taxes, out of which it arifes, fhould ceafe, than 
that they fhould be continued to fupply the current Service, 
at 4/. per Cent. which might certainly be fupplied by other 
Ways, at a cheaper Rate. “Thefe Taxes are not anly 
grievous in themfelves, but almoft intolerable, by the Man- 
ner of collecting them under the Laws of Excife: Laws fo op- 
preflive to the Subjeét, and fo dangerous to Liberty, that 
every Man who wifhes well to his Country muift, in our 
Opinion, defire to fee them put to a fpeedy End. Moft 
of thefe Taxes were laid during the Neceflity of two long 
and expenfive Wars, and were granted only for Terms of 
Years, that fo the Principal and Intereft of the Loans made 
on them might be paid off in a certain limited Time. “Thus 
the Nation confented to pay, in fome Manner, a double Tax, 
in order to avoid the long and uncertain Continuance of fuch 
grievous and dangerous Impofitions ; and, according to the 
hrit Defign, many of them would have been very near the 
Expiration of their Term at this Hour. The Wifdom of 
Parliamen , indeed, thought fit afterwards to throw thefe 
taxes, and the Method of difcharging thefe Publick Debts, 
into another Form, which now fubfifts. But we cannot 
conceive, that this was done with a View for continuing 
our Taxes, and our Debts the longer; on the contrary, we 
are fure it was done in the View of difcharging both the 
fooner ; and, it is this very View which, we apprehend, muft 
be fatally difappointed, if the prefent Method of divesting any 


Part of the Sinking-Fund from the Payment of the Publick

4nd may tend, if not timely prevented by the Wifdom ang 
Authority of this Houfe, to diminith their Affe ction for his 
Perfon and Government. Hitherto, whilft they have |, 
boured underethe Weight of Taxes, and groaned under the 
Oppre! fion of Excife Laws, the Hope of feeing fpeedily an 
End to both, has been their fole Confolation ; but nothing 
can maintain this Hope, except a dre Applic: ation of the en- 
tire Sinkin: 7-Fund to the Ditch arge of thofe Debts, for the 
Difcharge ‘of which thefe Taxes were intended and given, 
If fome Part of this Fund therefore continue to be mortgaged 
off, and other Parts to be applied to the current Service, even 
in the Midf of profound Peace, this Hope muft fink, and 
Defpair arife in its Stead. We infift with greater Concern 
and Earneltnefs on this Point, from our Obfervation of what 
has lately paffed on the Occafion of Attempts to extend the 
cruel and arbitrary Methods practifed under the Laws of Ex- 
cife, and naturally and neceflarily, as we apprehend, flowing 
from them. If any new Law of this Kind had paffed elfe- 
where, it could not have prevailed in this Houfe ; but we 
think it the more incumbent upon us, after fuch an At 
tempt, and fuch National Refentment exprefled again‘ it 
(both which are of publick Notoriety) to promote, as effec- 
tually as we are able, the Quiet and Happinefs of his Ma- 
jefty’s Reign, by cutting off any Hopes, or Fears which 
may be ftil] entertained, that fuch a Project will, at fome 
Time or other, fucceed.

1, Becaufe the prefent Debt of the Kingdom being al» 
moft wholly incorporated into Three great Companies, it 
behoves the Legiflature who are the proper (Suardians of 
the Publick Creditors, to take all pofible Care that they

FRANCE. 


Al a Council of State lately held at Compergne, it was 

refolyed not fo form any Camps this Year, as well to 
fave the Expences they would put the Officers to, as not 
to fatigue the Soldiery without Neceffity. “The Troops de- 
figned for that End have; however, Orders to continue 
their March, with all Expedition, towards the Frontier 
‘Towns. The Colonels have likewife Orders to repair to 
their Regiments by the firft of Augu/?, and not to grant any 
Furlows, either to Officers or Soldiers; but, on the con- 
trary, to recal thofe which may have been already granted; 
that all the Regiments may be in a Condition to take the 
Field at an Hour’s Warning, if required. The Officers of 
the French and Swi/s-Guards have reteived the fame Orders: 
All which looks as if fome important Enterprize was in 
View, which may require more Expedition than forming 
of Camps and Mock-Sieges. 

Orders are fent, and Money remitted to Bre/f, to equip 
five Men of War more, on which they now work Day an¢ 
Night, Sunday and Holiday. It is thought the Chevalier 
de Luynes will have Orders to pafs the Streights, to join the 
Breft Squadron, and that the French Fleet will confift of fit 
teen Men of War of the Line, nine from Bre/f, and 11x 
from Toulon. It is hardly doubted, but that this Fleet 3 


defigned for the Baltick, where, as it is reported, it will be’ 


joined by twelve Spanish Men of War, and, perhaps, as ma- 
ny Swedes, a naval Force more than fufficient to deal with the 
Mufcovites, if no other maritime Power interfere. If Sta- 
niflaus fhould embark on. this Fleet, as it is the general

On the twenty- third of laft Month, they plainly 
perceived a Motion of the Earth under them, which put 
them upon retiring with Precipitation, and taking what 
Cattle they could with them. Ina few Minutes after their 
Retreat, they faw their Houfes falling one after another into 
an Aby he, caufed by the Opening ‘of the Earth; in the 
Room of which, nothing was feen, the next Day, but Rocks 
covered with a yellowifh Earth, and a new Ridge of Moun- 
tains, extending to the Middle of the Plain, and as high as 
the former Mountain. The Earth continues yet fhifting, 
fwelling to a great Heighth in fome Places, and, on the 
contrary, finking i in others. The Mountain is in continusl 
Agitations, and feveral violent Shocks are felt from Time 
to Time: But’ what is moft furprizing in this Phenomenon, 
all this happens without any Stench, Fire, Smoak, Inunda- 
tionof Water, or indeed any |! Noife, but what was occafioned 
by the Fall of the Houfes,

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Attempts of Foreigners, who would break in upon their 
Rights and Privileges, as a fure Method to fruftrate theit 
Endeavours. He exhorts the Poles not to be intimidated by 
the Threats of their Enemies, which he compares to im- 
pending Clouds, that may threaten a Storm, but will be 
eafily diffipated, with the Affiftance of the Almighty, and 
by theirown Unanimity. He inftances the Affair of Thora, 
which he calls a Sacréd Execution; and the Threats that en- 
fued from certain Powers, who pretended then to have taken 
as firm Refolutions to at againft the Republick, as they 
now do, but who thought fit to let their Menaces drop el- 
moft as foon as made, He tells his Countrymen, that 
Fear is the Lot of daftardly fervile Souls, which he hopes 
their native Courage cari never ftoop to, even tho’ it fhould 
be well grounded. He acquaints them, that tho’ he has 
thought fit to write to all the neighbouring Powers, it has 
been more out of Prudence than any Apprehenfion ; and 
for the very fame Reafen, he exhorts them, however, td 
come armed, and with a large military Train, to the Eledtion, 
He concludes with recommending to them, in an efpecial 
Manner, to lay afide all private Animofities, and to pre 
vent inteftine Broils, more to be feared than all Attempts 
from Abroad ; and finally affures them, that he is not him- 
felf prejudiced, either by Affeétion, or otherwife, to efpoule 
any Party, but is ready, with Pleafure to nominate any King 
whom they fhall unanimoufly choofe. 

Copies are handed about at Varfaw, of the Propofals made
